complaints

riod is too short and the “ Wait 
pe­ 
riod too long. 


We might say the “ Wait” period 
lias been much too long awaiting ac­ 
tion on the deficiency, attention to 
which was directed in this column as 
fa'* back as January 26. It was men­ 
tioned then that elderly persons are 
not able to and should not be expected 
to jump across the intersection like 
rabbits or grasshoppers beiore the 
lights changed. Moreover, a plea was 
made tor patience by pedestrians be­ 
cause the traffic experts were study­ 
ing the problem and might at an early 
date modify the timing device of the 
signals. It’s been a long wait' 


In the meantime what has happen­ 
ed since last January? Month by 
month pedestrians have been pro- 
gressively disregarding the “ Wait” 
signals. 
Women with children step 
right out into the street after shifty 
glances to see if all is clear. They 


seem oblivious to the peril of getting 
knocked down by a vehicle making 
a right turn. Some even let toddlers 
tag along behind without clasping 
their arm as though to dare any mo* 
tousts to strike their child. Of course 
no motorist will, purposely. But what 
about accidentally? 
Because the pedestrian regulations 
are so flagrantly violated by so many 
the practice is becoming habitual 
and persistent. It is interesting to 
watch the indecisive ones at the in­ 
tersection tinally influenced to step 
into the streets against the lights be­ 
cause they see others doing it. As we 
have said before this is not an in­ 
structive example set by adults tor 
teen-agers either in the matter of 
obeying laws or practicing salety. 
Seda Mans hope the traffic light 
problem at Third street and Ohio 
avenue will ultimately be resolved. 
It has been a perplexing one there 
ever since the days of the trolley 
cars and horse drawn vehicles. 
Now that the mayor is prodding 
the traffic advisory committee for 
some solution, may we say again as 
we did eight months ago. pedestrians 
do be patient; not only patient while 
the experts work out a better tuning 
formula, but also patient at the curb 
line awaiting the proper signal to 
cross the intersection in safety.

NEW YORK (AP) - Wash­ 
ington is studying ways of cut­ 
ting back further on American 
spending overseas. And some 
businessmen may squirm under 
whatever tightening device the 
government finally choses. 
To date Ihe process has been 
a voluntary one. American busi­ 
nessmen have been complying 
in varying degrees and a vari­ 
ety of ways to President John­ 
son's wishes that overseas in­ 
vestments be curbed. 
But now Washington is show­ 
ing its disappointment in the 
results. In fact, U.S. corpora­ 
tions are planning to spend $1.3 
billion, or 20 per cent, more 
abroad this year than last for 
direct investment in plants and 
equipment. 
The 
temptation 
to 
spend 
abroad is strong. In prospering 
foreign lands the markets (or 
goods have been expanding last, 
and American companies have 
the techniques, and the invest­ 
ment funds, to take advantage 
of it 
Also, returns on invest­ 
ments are higher in most of 
these prospering lands than in 
the United States. And in most 
of the countries the labor costs, 
although rising of late, are still 
well below those at home. 
The wavs of investing abroad 


without actual deportation of 
American dollars are various. 
Some 
corporations 
have 
fi­ 
nanced o v e r s e a s expansion 
through 
t h e i r 
subsidiaries 
abroad. They may use retained 
earnings on existing facilities 
there, or they may borrow from 
foreign banks, or dip into their 
supply of dollars already held 
overseas. 


But George F. James, senior 
vice president of Soeony Mobil 
Oil, notes that in the first half of 
this year American corporations 
repatriated $575 million of such 
dollars, a reversal ol last year's 
high rate of outflow. 


The 
government 
has 
ex­ 
pressed gratification for this 
show of compliance to Johnson’s 
wishes. But it is alarmed by the 
swelling plans of more spending 
abroad. 
Suggestions on what to do 
about the overseas investments 
that the government finds still 
too high range from the mild to 
the drastic. On the mild side is 
the word that the government is 
likely to ask companies to fur­ 
nish it with better information 
on their spending than they 
have been. Most drastic, and 
unlikely, is that Congress might 
impose a tax of 10-20 per cent 
on dollar capital investments 
abroad.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - The 
largest animal known to have 
walked the earth since prehis­ 
toric times stands inside the 
Mall at the Smithsonian, Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. 
Once alive, he is now stuffed. 
During the recent bicentennial 
of the Smithsonian, the 
big 
game hunter who bagged the 
24,000 pound elephant came to 
Washington to see his old friend. 
The hunt began 6:20 a.m., No- 
vembcr 13, 1955, when the huge 
elephant was sighted in a water- 
hole in southeastern Angola by 
J. J. Fenykovi, a Madrid engi­ 
neer. With a .416 caliber rifle, 
which uses three inch shells, he 
hit the beast four times first try. 
But despite these wounds and 
much bleeding the animal kept 
moving, and was tracked by 
natives and the game hunter 
until 5 p.m., when live more 
shots brought him down. 
First, the animal’s skin was 
removed in one piece. It weigh­ 
ed 24 tons. The ivory tusks 
weighed 200 pounds each and 
the skull 1.800 pounds. He was 
hauled by truck over 800 miles 
to the nearest village, and then 
by rail to Lobito, the nearest 
seaport. Decaying was prevent­ 
ed by salting. From Lobito the 
huge animal was taken by boat 
to Lisbon, then by train to Ma­ 
drid. and eventually shipped to 
this country, where two Smith­ 
sonian taxidermists spent six­ 
teen months putting him hack 
together again and tilling him 
with 22.000 pounds of clay. 
Mr. Fenykovi believes there 
are even larger elephants in 
Africa. This one measured 13 
feet, 2 inches high at the shoul­ 
der, the highest of known rec­ 
ord. He could have been 100 
years old. 
Elephants continue to be hunt­ 
ed in Africa and other places 
but the ivory traders only want 
their tusks and do not bother 
measuring them. 
Tourists visiting the Smithson­ 
ian marvel that this en o rmo u s 
creature was once alive. Were 
it not for the plaque at his feet, 
most persons would think he 
was fake.

It also cau sed sev eral African leaders led 
by President Felix Hou phou et-Boigny of the 
Iv ory Coast to annou nce that they wou ld 
boy cott Nkru mah’s organization for African 
u nity meeting schedu led for October 21 u n­ 
less he cleaned ou t the terrorists. 
“ Nkru mah has been wanting to come to 
see me to talk abou t the OAU meeting," 
President Hou phou et-Boigny told me, “ bu t 
1 cou ld not possibly let him come to Abidjan. 
We don’t hav e enou gh police to protect him." 
Socialism has bogged down as badly in 
Ghana as Nkru mah’s popu larity . He estab­ 
lished his own gov ernment airline which is 
now losing L3.000.000 a y ear. Despite this 
Ghana Airway s recently ordered three VC- 
10’s, the latest British jets. Nkru mah also 
satisfied his ego by opening more than 50 
Ghanaian embassies arou nd the world, in 
contrast to 10 or 12 opened by most African 
repu blics. 
He bu ilt u p a big army , nav y , and air 
force, thou gh Ghana has no need for them 
u nless he attacks his neighbors. And when 
Ghana collected a reserv e to insu re cocoa 
growers against price drops, Nkru mah’s 
gov ernment spent the money . Resu lt is that 
with the price of cocoa down 50 per cent, 
Ghana has a cocoa su rplu s of 600,000 tons 
on hand and no money with which to re­ 
mu nerate the cocoa growers. 
This, plu s other spending, has pu t the 
Ghanaian gov ernment in 
su ch desperate 
straits that Nkru mah tried to borrow $800,- 
000.000 from the United States, Britain and 
France. When he got rebu ffed he went, hat 
in hand, to the International Monetary Fu nd. 
The Fu nd's financial ex perts hav e now 
recommended drastic cu rtailment of v ariou s 
gov ernment projects 
Ghana Airway s, the 
State Mining Corporation, the State Farm s 
Corporation, a sy stem of State Farms pat­ 
terned after Ru ssia's, the Ghana Tire Serv ­ 
ice Corporation, 
the Ghana Cannery , and 
the Paper Conv ersion Corporation. 
The Monetary Fu nd has also recommend­ 
ed cu rtailment of Ghana’s many embassies, 
a cu t in defense spending; also frowns on 
the L4.000.DOO new frigate being bu ilt for 
the Ghanaian nav y . 
Ghana's Minister of Finance has accepted 
these recommendations in principle. Wheth 
er they are carried ou t in detail and whether 
Ghana actu ally gets the $800.000.000 remains 
to be seen. 
Meanwhile 
the 
commu nist 
cou ntries, 
which Nkru mah has so frequ ently su pported, 
hav e increased their pu rchases of cocoa to 
help bail ou t their friend Bu t they hav e 
not offered to pu t u p the $800 million, first 
becau se it wou ld strain their balance of 
pay ments; second, foreign aid is getting as 
popu lar in the commu nis! cou ntries as in 
some parts of the USA. 
As a resu lt, Kwame Nkru mah. “son of 
God' 
and onetime aspirant to head 
the 
United States of Africa, will be lu cky to 
remain a& head of his own shaky repu blic. 


Q—Two y ears ago 
band, then 42, had 
attack.

with hardening of the coronary 
arteries. This operation is still 
ex perimental. It consists of ty ­ 
ing off the internal mammary 
artery , the artery that su pplies 
the sac su rrou nding the heart 
and some of the ribs, thu s allow­ 
ing more of the blood sent to 
that region to reach the heart 
mu scle. In this series the re­ 
su lts were promising. Althou gh 
the operation is relativ ely sim­ 
ple it has not y et been widely 
u sed. 
Ev en more recently a mu ch 
more complicated operation has 
been dev ised for some v ictims 
of a heart attack whose coro­ 
nary obstru ction is in a fav or­ 


able location. The obstru ction is 
located, remov ed, and replaced 
with a graft from a v ein. Al­ 
thou gh the reported resu lts are 
good it is too soon to tell what 
the chances of a recu rrence are. 
Fu rthermore, if mu st be empha­ 
sized that not all v ictims of a 
heart attack can be helped by 
these two operations. 


Q—What are the sy mptoms 
of congestiv e heart failu re? Is 
it seriou s? At what stage do 
they prescribe digitalis? Why 
is ACTH harmfu l if y ou hav e 
failu re? 


A—When there is a leak in 
one of the heart v alv es the 
heart mu st 
work harder 
to 
pu mp the blood to y ou r tissu es. 
When the point is reached that 
y ou r heart can no longer do 
this effectiv ely it is said to be 
decompensated and congestiv e 
(waterlogging) 
heart 
failu re 
occu rs. 
The 
v ictim 
becomes 
short of breath on mild ex ertion 
and the liv er is enlarged. This 
is a v ery seriou s condition bu t 
modern heart su rgery is sav ing 
many v ictims. 
Digitalis is prescribed at the 
first sign of decompensation. 
Persons 
with 
heart 
failu re 
shou ld not take ACTH or any of 
the cortisone-like dru gs becau se 
they cau se retention of flu id in 
the tissles and this aggrav ates 
the water-logging.

Po v erty Pro g ram

WASHINGTON, D. C. - Sar­ 
gent Shriv er, Director of the Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportu nity , is 
inau gu rating a series of press 
conferences to inform the pu blic 
of the progress of the pov erty 
program. The 
first 
one was 
held in Washington to annou nce 
a series of grants totaling $881,- 
000 to Clarksdale in Coahoma 
Cou nty , Mississippi; C r a v e n 
Cou nty Operation Progress, Inc., 
in North Carolina; and a tri­ 
cou nty organization 
in 
New 
Mex ico. 
These grants are 
for ru ral 
commu nity 
dev elopment 
an4 
were giv en to these three areas 
becau se of their su ccessfu l co­ 
operativ e efforts with definitely 
planned 
programs 
inclu ding 
wide agency and personal rep­ 
resentation on their boards. 
There was some qu estion by 
reporters as to the ju stification 
of bringing 14 persons who were 
responsible for the anti-pov erty 
programs in these areas to the 
Washington press 
conference, 
bu t one newswoman came to 
Mr. Shriv er’s defense, say ing; 
“These persons hav e pu t ov er 
su ccessfu l anti - pov erty pro­ 
grams in their states. They need 
inspiration from the boss. Some 
of them hav e nev er been in 
Washington before. One man 
had nev er been ou tside his area. 
They spent most of their time 
while in the nation’s capital in 
the Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tu nity , reporting on 
their ac­ 
complishments and getting fu r­ 
ther instru ctions to carry back 
to their areas. Mr. Shriv er said, 
“ It may hav e cost $2,000 dollars 
to bring them to Washington; I 
will be glad to prov ide itemized 
statements of the ex pense. They 
hav e sav ed their commu nities 
thou sands of dollars and brou ght 
in new indu stries and job oppor­ 
tu nities for their people.” 
Mr. Shriv er told the press and 
members of Congress that the 
Office of Economic Opportu nity 
has now awarded 284 commu nity 
action grants totaling $14 million 
for the assau lt on pov erty in 
ru ral America. 
In ten months, Shriv er said, 
commu nity action programs fi­ 
nanced by these grants hav e di­ 
rectly benefitted ten per cent of 
the cou ntry ’s ru ral poor, some 
1.7 million people. The grants 
hav e been awarded to 219 com­ 
mu nities in 36 states. 
In addition to these programs, 
the ru ral War on Pov erty also 
inclu des: 
— 1,153 Head Start programs 
fu nded for $27 .8 million, which 
reached 17 8,000 ru ral children 
du ring the su mmer; 
— 300 Neighborhood Y o u t h 
Corps programs financed by $27 
million in federal fu nds; 
— 13,113 indiv idu al loans total­ 
ing $22 million, awarded throu gh 
the Farm er’s Home Loan pro­ 
gram; 
— 154 ru ral co-op loans total­ 
ing $1.7 50,000; 
— 100 Small Bu siness Loans 
totaling $1,640,000. 
The Office of Economic Op­ 
portu nity grants and War on 
Pov erty fu nds awarded by other 
federal agencies total $94.5 mil­ 
lion for ru ral programs, Shrjv er 
said.

The building block, in one of 
its many forms, is a basic item 
in all building construction as­ 
sociated with the expansion en­ 
countered in and around any 
growing city. 
Sedalia is a growing city, and 
the production of building ma­ 
terials such as building blocks 
in the city is one of the reasons 
the growth and expansion of the 
city is possible. 
th e building hlock is made in 
many forms and contains many 
different ingredients, compound­ 
ed to suit Ihe needs of the build- 
and is produced by several 
different firms in Sedalia. 
For the purpose of spotlight­ 
ing 
the 
production 
of 
basic 
building materials in Sedalia, 
and to illustrate the production 
of one special type of material, 
the Haydite Block plant at 1326 
West Main, formerly owned by 
the Cramer-Schrader Block & 
Brick Co. but recently purchas­ 
ed by the Howard Ready-Mix 
Concrete Co., was selected. 
The Haydite block is preferred 
by many builders because it is 
only about half as heavy as a 
concrete block, yet nearly as 
strong. 
It is made up of sand, 
chat, cement and a moisture- 
resistant 
agent. 
In production 
the blocks are vibrated, power- 
tamped and steam-cured. They 
can be painted or will hold any 
of the numerous finishes prefer­ 
red by builders, at little extra 
cost. 
Production of the blocks in­ 
volves both labor and machin­ 
ery. 
The sand and other raw m a­ 
terials is hauled in by rail and 
stored at the plant until time 
for use. As the m aterial is need 
ed, it must be hauled into the 
plant by wheel barrow. The ce­ 
ment sacks must he opened by 
hand and the contents dumped 


j into the mixer by hand. 
The m aterials are mixed by 
machinery, and the mixture is 
carried to the casting machine 
by conveyor belt. The machine 
automatically casts, tamps and 
vibrates the block, but when it 
is finished, it is lifted off the 
machine by hand and placed on 
a rack, which is pushed into the 
steam-curing kilns by hand. The 
blocks are removed from the 
kiln on racks by hand and un-

Nam is sorry about that. 
Each generation of warriors 
coins its own slang expressions 
¡arid catch phrases. 
“ Kilroy was here” was the 
watchword of World War II. The 
strange device was painted on 
bombed-out buildings in Europe, 
scrawled in sand on the beaches 
of the South Pacific, and written 
in chalk on bombs and torpe­ 
does, trucks and troop trans­ 
ports. 
“Sorry about that’’ seems to 
be the main slang slogan to 
come out of the war in Viet 
Nam. Saigon bar girls sing it 
out in their high musical voices 
when a patron asks for a date. 
Sergeants use it to tell privates 
why they can’t have a pass or 
get out of guard duty. Captains 


say it to colonels in explaining 
why they couldn’t hold a certain 
perimeter or why the Viet Cong 
got away. 
Even generals find 
themselves saying “ sorry about 
that” when an operation fails or 
misfires or overruns the wrong 
village.
